Scrapping most 
the traditional history and geography the 
elementary schools and substituting com- 
bination syllabus both (fused confused) 
has aggravated this feeling. not only 
natural, but necessary, that evaluation 
the new syllabus for social studies should 
follow. Here have evaluated such state 
syllabus the standards the principles 
education, history, geography, psychology 
elementary-school subjects, and objectives 
education the American child. Our find- 
ings are not favorable the acceptance 
such syllabus its present form any 
syllabus which ignores the teaching history 
from separate, unified syllabus that sub- 
ject (likewise geography) curtails the 
amount time given American 
history, and, last but not least, drops the 
title American history from our curriculum. 
educators, cannot ignorant the 
fact that the first eight nine years 
that child gets that fundamental training 
which important later life. Not all 
students reach the eleventh twelfth year 
high school where they would again get 
another year American history. Therefore, 
when pupil reaches the seventh grade, 
time when certainly the child’s observation 
has reached the relational stage, when 
spatial, temporal, and causal relations are 
observed, why curtail history and geography 
the elementary school, why should 
syllabus spend such precious time for Ameri- 
can history the “biographies pupils and 
teachers” without reference 
biographies American heroes and leaders 
whose number legion and could not 
exhausted, even assigned certain num- 
ber each grade, which should done?

Never before, has the teaching history 
and geography been vital and necessary 
today. Pupils now school read and 
talk about events that are happening all 
over the world. They need far better back- 
ground understand this new global concept 
important international co-operation. 
America destined play leading role 
future world affairs. Citizens tomorrow 
must well informed 
peoples, and events, they are intelli- 
gent members society—that partic- 
ipate the development new and better 
world. Above all, Americans must know the 
whole story America’s past and the past 
other countries which will participate 
prominently world affairs. know about 
the present, but the present exceptional, 
for the outcome concerted effort 
against common enemy. 

During this period, other countries needed 


more than needed them, evident 
from our stepped-up production supply 
their much-needed equipment. So, must 
not judge from present policy which, this 
time, matter expediency. must 
not repeat the mistake made with Japan. 
Purposes and trends the many years before 
fanatic thrust his neighbor the back 
are food for thought for every true American, 
both teacher and pupil. “To thine own self 
true,” was written not only for in- 
dividual but for nation which depends 
upon individuals for its preservation.

this disclosure the press, the writer 
received through the mail, the capacity 
her position supervisor, two such books. 
The very title one them aroused her 
suspicion, for was violation principle 
all history. History should reproduce the 
true picture all events the institutional 
life any nation, while the history teacher 
develops proper standards for judgment 
universal standards. The pupil then observes 
the facts, and, with imagination and reason, 
draws conclusions. History social-studies 
subject organized for instructional purpose, 
not for the facts themselves but for the 
utilizing them building generaliza- 
tions, interpretations, and critical abilities. 
Therefore, period the history any 
country can omitted without violating the 
concept continuity fundamental history. 


The Proper Content History 


are not condemning the study world 
history know that our nation’s history 
cannot understood fully without the 
edge the history other countries, but 
that history must not omit facts distort 
them, written with deliberate intention 
deceive immature minds. This procedure 
defeats the purpose education. 

History must recorded from the proper 
sources for all history, namely, 

Writings with the peri- 
ods the country’s history. 

Relics implements, weapons, articles 
dress, furniture, ornaments, tapestries, pic- 
tures, etc. 

Monuments History might called 
the story development national insti- 
tutional life, that the development of: 
state government, church, school, home, so- 
ciety, economic life, art life, literature, etc. If, 
the making history texts readers 
supplement these, any the sources are 
omitted, concealed, distorted from the 
truth, then, there not history its truest 
sense. The book question omits centuries 
activities, and distorts the truth the 
present day, that immature minds, for 
which was written especially, would re- 
ceive favorable impression but one that does 
not reveal the truth concerning that country. 


Results Teaching Falsehoods 


was through the dissemination false 
statements that the youth Germany was 
led its doom; France was lost because 
was undermined within its own borders, its 
honor alone being saved the scrapping 
the French fleet the heroic personnel, 
when they saw their country betrayed; the 
illiterate population Italy fell easy prey 
the machinations their ill-fated empire 
builder. There are plenty examples 
history put our guard, but these 
present ones are the experience all 
us. From the 1944 Report the American 
Historical Association quote, “American 
ideals have been upheld our religious and 
intellectual leaders times when they have 
almost been forgotten our political and 
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economic leaders.” That could subtle 
challenge the parochial and private school 
systems, since inroads have already been 
made the public system. Thousands 
teachers representing hundreds thousands 
children, should demand that history re- 
stored its proper place importance the 
curriculum the return separate examin- 
ations history instead the social-studies 
test which has de-emphasized the only sub- 
ject which gives the true picture the 
development American democracy. 

Our conviction this matter has been 
confirmed strongly the 1944 Report 
American History Schools and Colleges 
the American Historical Association, Missis- 
sippi Valley Association, and the National 
Council for the Social Studies. This authority, 
which pronounces the necessity true 
American history courses, time required, and 
the meaning social studies, makes our 
criticism less subjective. Therefore, shall 
quote frequently from the Report support 
our statements. 

have felt that any deficiency the 
knowledge American history, the part 
students, not due the content the 
syllabus, but the decadence good teach- 
ing. are confirmed this finding 
the 1944 Report the following: “The quality 
instruction the determining factor 
any program education. The importance 
the teacher the success any subject 
readily conceded, but, the social studies, 
the spirit, the scholarship, and the person- 
ality the teacher, are, peculiar degree, 
the determining elements.” (page 94). Ameri- 
can history will dismal failure the 
hands indifferent, so-called Americans, or, 
worse, un-American teachers. 

It, therefore, behooves all teachers, both 
systems, public and parochial, refresh 
themselves with studied review the prin- 
ciples these social studies, and the prin- 
ciples teaching them. 


History One Social Study 


First, let explain the term social studies. 
Alarmists the social-studies campaign have 
caused not little hysteria about this “new 
animal.” Alert teachers, principals, and super- 
visors, bristled its advent the educational 
stage, and true their suspicions, promptly 
discovered its sham. all the school 
staff concerned, quote this message from 
the 1944 Report: social studies consti- 
tute field and not subject, federation 
subjects and not unified discipline. Schools 
have programs social studies, but, the 
classroom, they teach history, geography, civ- 
ics, economics, sociology, some topic which 
draws materials from one more the 
other social-studies subjects. The social-stu- 
dies field distinguished from other fields 
the fact that its content focused upon 
human beings and 
All subjects have social unity, but that does 
not place them within the field the social 
studies. Arithmetic has social value, but its 
content not centered upon human beings. 
There nothing unusual about grouping sub- 
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jects into fields. Mathematics includes arith- 
metic, algebra, geometry, and trigonometry.” 
(pp. 56-57). 

Commenting this last sentence, the 
mathematics teacher knows that she teach- 
ing algebra geometry, one the other 
mathematics subjects. the simplest logic, 
then, the social-studies teacher knows that, 
when she teaching history, she not teach- 
ing geography “social studies” but one 
the social studies. Nor can these subjects 
fused into one. This pronouncement, then, 
important authority the National 
Council Social Studies, clarifies the situ- 
ation. must retain our separate syllabuses 
history, geography, and civics, and, 
professional teachers have always done, cor- 
relate every possible opportunity. The in- 
tegration takes place the mind the child. 


History Demands Several Years 


Reverting our first statement about re- 
jecting the syllabus social studies claim 
that, such units classroom orientation, 
constructional features the school building, 
administration and operation the school, 
there concern for the interest and capa- 
cities the seventh grader, and certainly 
the “content not focused human beings” 
which the standard for social studies given 
the 1944 Report. does not require 
planned syllabus for normal seventh graders 
learn about their fellow pupils and their 
classroom. 

this same syllabus, 
has been curtailed little more than year 
instead the former three years which 
the time accorded the majority 
systems investigated the Committee which 
states, slow process. Educa- 
tional realism demands that any subject 
taught again and again, until the cumulative 
effect becomes enduring.” 
(page 12). 

Furthermore, how can an_ eighth-grade 
teacher cover all American history one 
year? Cramming not teaching. With its in- 
creasing content, how can teacher “stress 
the concepts change and continuity, 
development and decay, the time dimension 
which cannot given much emphasis 
any other subject? “History must give long 
views, perspective, measure what 
important and permanent nation’s life. 
History, when properly taught, shows the 
importance religion, art, and literature, 
much does that economic and politi- 
cal processes.” (page 19). 

the omission American heroes, the 
Report states, “The study American history 
can help produce loyal, intelligent, co- 
operative, well rounded citizens, only our 
society honors citizens who 
qualities. history course which 
enough give true picture American 
society may, nevertheless, inadequate be- 
cause emphasizes social forces instead 
individuals. History the record human 
decision well human experience. His- 
tory made men, and not blind forces 
beyond human control.” (page 21).

What significant aims has history? Among 
the most important recognize: 

Reproduction the significant inner 
life past generation means the 
imagination and reason through clear vision 
their acts (to make realistic). should 
use this term “reproduction” instead “re- 
construction” which used later this paper 
quotation. Our objection the term, 
“reconstruction” that will help recon- 
struct Europe now, but, certainly not in- 
tend it, for then would have 
Nazism and all that entailed. recon- 
structed our own country after the Civil 
War, but did not reproduce slavery. When 
teaching history, the entire picture must 
reproduced, was, for observation and 
later generalizations. 

Intellectual appreciation present-day 
institutional life, the light the past 


institutional life, from knowledge mo- 
tives and forces that have worked make 
what is. 

Emotional appreciation made feel- 
ings (likes and dislikes) arouse admiration 
and patriotism for the good, and contempt 
for the base acts history, (Dachau, Bu- 
chenwald prisons examples present-war 
base acts), arouse children aesthetic 
and ethical appreciation all that fairest 
and noblest past life, and opposite emo- 
tional reaction all that mean and wrong 
giving them vivid picture those acts, 
clear vision those acts.

political, economical, religious, cultural, and 
educational facts give the complete picture, 
and, with this full knowledge, develop 
tolerance and neighborliness for the good 
nation has done, yet, self-respect and sturdy 
preparation for the preservation our own. 
Many the current books purposely omit 
facts that should admitted, and distort 
others, that immature minds will get 
favorable impression.

Organization generalization: for pupils 
have the end term, organized 
body facts and generalizations, which 
themselves, form survey main facts, and 
relation topic whole series events 
and us, and ending passing some judg- 
ment generalization. 

review the preceding significant aims 
history, recognize the principles 
which they are based, namely: 

Life-relation principle: must know what 
happening now, and what has happened 
the past. must know current events and 
interpret the times the light success 
failure experiments tried the past that 
are being tried today. must know why 
they failed, show progress lack prog- 
ress. Examples: evolution our present-day 
democracy why others are envious; our 
mistake not being prepared and anticipat- 
ing Pearl Harbor; our ignorance the knowl- 
edge should have had concerning Japan 
nation; our ignorance of. Nazi education 
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and aims; our lethargy dealing with Com- 
munistic activity and overanxiety for countries 
that are interested only their own selfish 
aims. 

Cause and effect: The above principle 
linked with the first three aims history 
mentioned before reproduction the past, 
intellectual appreciation, emotional apprecia- 
tion while the principle cause and effect 
the basis for organizing and generalizing 
survey form. 

Psychological approach: The “new label” 
for this pretest, but, upon analysis, find 
that they both mean the same building 
what the children already know, exploring what 
they know before presenting the new (this, 
course, not just for history, but required 
step for all new lessons).

The “New History” and “New Methods” 
not exist. But reversion the Teacher- 
Learner process, with all possible visual-aid 
devices achieve the objective, will accom- 
plish for history what did for the men 
the service. Officer candidates were told, 
training process made four steps in- 
volving the learner, the instructor, and the 
subject the 
steps teaching were used. Furthermore, 
they were told, “One picture worth ten 
thousand words.” (These references are from 
military training manual). 


Good Teachers Needed 


This digression the teaching process has 
purpose: make clear the meaning our 
earlier statement, “It not the content his- 
tory that has failed, but the decadence pro- 
fessional teaching the social-studies field.” 
Therefore, history should not curtailed 
time alloted, nor content, nor confused 
with any other subject, for there such 
subject “Social Studies.” 

The following excerpt from the 
editorial page the New York Times 
November 19, 1945: 

“In recent years one school educational 
psychology made considerable progress with 
its program emphasizing current events 
and pushing the study history into the 
background. News from the United Na- 
tions Conference London, which has just 
succeeded establishing International 
Educational and Cultural Organization, the 
effect that delegates are interested unbiased 
history teaching welcome sign that leaders 
sense the importance the subject.”

heaven. But, the students our Catholic 
high schools really know God, either His 
essential attributes His laws and mani- 
festations, sufficiently desire love Him 
attempt has been made, through the admin- 
istration standardized tests, measure, 
far possible, the extent knowledge 
the essential facts moral and dogmatic 
theology, possessed the Catholic high 
school student several representative 
schools. The tests were administered 
total 151 students; Form the test was 
administered September, 1944, 
opening the school term and Form was 
administered the same group students 
April, 1945, approximately the end the 
same school term. The students tested were 
from the following schools: 

Lillis High School (boys and girls), 
seniors. 

Mt. St. Scholastica Academy (girls), 
seniors. 

Mt. St. Scholastica Academy (girls), 
freshmen. 

Maur Hill High School (boys), fresh- 
men. 

The test administered was the Religion 
Essentials Test published the Loyola Uni- 
versity Press. This test was considered 
particularly valid content because 
the scientific way which the essential facts 
were determined. All the facts pertaining 
moral dogma contained the official cate- 
chisms the Church and the most widely 
used high school religion textbooks were noted. 
From these facts which numbered almost 
10,000, experienced teachers eliminated the 
nonessentials. More than 300 theologians, 
administrators, and teachers throughout the 
nation passed judgment the remaining 
2187 facts. They were free add this list 
any fact which had been previously eliminated 
forgotten. Seventy-five per cent the 
jurors labeled 936 facts being essential. 

After much experiment, revision, improve- 
ment, and standardization these 936 facts 
were finally grouped into eight objective tests 
equal difficulty appearing the eight forms 
forms, that is, forms and were used 
this experiment. Since all forms are equal 
difficutly results obtained one form may 
compared with those obtained another. 

For purposes comparisons, graphs 
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were constructed which the scores were 
plotted against the frequencies. these 
graphs the reader referred. Figure shows 
the religious attainment the 
Academy freshmen class over period one 
school year. The scores ranged from 
highest possible score 117. They were 
placed groups units each order 
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form more aggregate distribution. The 
frequency scores for each group was con- 
verted percentage that the data could 
compared also with that for the other classes 
tested, each which consisted different 
student population. From Figure can see 
that this freshmen class made substantial 
gain knowledge, their median score being 
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38-47 48-57 58-67 
raised 10.5 points, that is, from 85.5 96. 
Each the graphs may read the same 
manner. All are drawn exactly the same 
scale facilitate comparisons between the 
different classes. Graph represents the reli- 
gious knowledge freshmen class just 
entering high school compared with that 
senior class the same high school 
the end four years religious instruction. 
The 18.5 point difference the freshman and 
senior medians show that many the essen- 
tial facts which the student did not know upon 
entering high school were acquired during the 
four-year term. 

However, scrutiny Figure shows 
that there still great frequency error 
many the most fundamental Christian 
doctrines. particularly astounding 
note that, whereas per cent the fresh- 
men did not know that, “when administering 
Baptism one danger death, water may 
poured any part the body the 
head cannot reached,” more than twice 
many seniors were not acquainted with 
this fact. That such large percentage 
both freshmen and seniors did not know “God 
will dispose all events whatsoever, the evil 
well the good, for His own honor and 
glory,” indicates that these students lack 
knowledge and appreciation the omnipo- 
tence God. like manner, upon examining 
the other frequently missed questions, one 
discovers that the error each betrays 
ignorance least only hazy conception 
one more the most sacred truths 
held the Catholic Church. 

The purpose administering standardized 
objective tests religion primarily 
measure factual knowledge, give the teach- 
ers and the pupils opportunity measure 
progress. The realization that one progress- 
ing serves motivate and stimulate further 
effort reach the desired peak knowledge. 
Besides measuring progress, these tests tend

instruction, thus discovering the teacher 
what facts require further explanation and 
drill. 

Frank Sheed states his book, Map 
Life, “we are all position learn from 
the Church the truths Christ entrusted 
her, and these truths cover not only the bare 
minimum necessary purpose and 
law but also much besides for the further 
enrichment man’s mind and man’s life.” 
Religion, however, involves not only the single 
condition knowing God and His divine 
will, but also includes loving Him and serv- 
ing Him. The objection often maintained 
against objective tests religion that they 
measure only factual knowledge but take 
account moral attitude, ideals, the acquisi- 
tion virtue and the avoidance sin. True, 
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actuality these tests measure only fac- 
tual knowledge; but since the knowledge 
the necessary prerequisite the formation 
ideals and attitudes, they measure the 
student’s potential moral attitude. Take, for 
example, the simple fact that there are two 
natures Christ, human and divine na- 
ture. Without knowing that Christ had 
divine nature, how could one properly ap- 
preciate and love the Blessed Virgin Mary 
the Mother God? Without knowing that 
had human nature how could evalu- 
ate His boundless humility becoming Man? 

knowledge God all His attributes 
and manifestations necessarily powerful 
and almost unfailing stimulus loving and 
serving. 

What the student needs order really 
live his religion not much taught 
more facts, but rather taught more 
synthetic manner the fundamental religious 
truths whole. Let him taught the 
simple religious facts thoroughly together with 
their relationship one another and their 
practical bearing upon his own life. This in- 
tegration and application will tend impress 
the truths upon the mind the student and 
thus increase his knowledge; will give him 
religious awareness all the activities 
his life and thus help form his moral 
attitude. 

This discussion has gone somewhat afield 
from the topic objective religion tests but 
the digression was for the purpose showing 
how these tests, measuring factual 
edge, can and should also give some indica- 
tion moral attitude. The conclusion 
drawn from the results this experiment 
that year religious instruction giving 
the student substantial increase 
knowledge religious facts, but great con- 
sistency and frequency error indicates 
real lack knowledge certain fundamental 
truths.

LASSROOM management for 
some people, but others always find 
difficult. Dominating personalities take en- 
forcing military discipline successfully. Mag- 
netic types easily draw others under their 
personal influence. Teachers not gifted 
either way find hard manage. study 
these three groups, through the eyes faith, 
would show the equally balanced assets and 
disadvantages each. 
The two more successful types must

virtues not natural themselves. But 
would like give examples the three types 
from among the teacher saints, show how 


God makes use each for His designs. 

St. Ignatius Loyola example 
militaristic discipline.

His 
sons constitute great army upholding the 
authority the Church, their chief charac- 
teristic being unquestioning obedience the 
Vicar Christ.

But, before this, 
she has charmed the Son man Himself 
how many ways has not shown it? And 
yet this same Jesus brought her through the 
crucible suffering until she could declare 
that were all creatures look with favor and 
praise upon the Little Flower they could not 
impress her with vanity pride. 

for the third type, are there any saints 
who, despite themselves and their seeming 
lack gifts, God has raised His in- 
struments? Many. St. Bernadette seems 
one these. From amongst the lowly, she 
chosen the mouthpiece the Immacu- 
late. Mary has taught the world through her. 
The Curé Ars seems one these. 
Superiors deemed him too stupid for the 
priesthood, but worked marvels the con- 
fessional. Kateri Tekakwitha seems one 
these. She has important truths teach 
which white men and Indians need learn. 
And Blessed Martin one these. Blessed 
Martin rose from the downtrodden Negro 
race, teach the equality and brotherhood 
man. 

Finally, there one teacher whom the 
three types are perfectly blended our 
Blessed Mother. She dominates the world, 
call her Queen. St. Bernard can best ex- 
plain this: “She keeps her Son from striking 
us; she keeps the devil from hurting us; she 
keeps our virtues from escaping us; she keeps 
our merits from being destroyed; she keeps 
our graces from being lost.” What power! 
What exercise authority! for personal 
control, what could say being 
whom the Holy Spirit Himself says. “Thou 
art all fair, How then can she 
compared with the less gifted teacher? 
all God’s creatures, she was given the most 
stupendous and humanly impossible task 
there ever was. With God’s grace and perfect 
faith she succeeded. She put herself line 
with the rest mankind receive the one 
talent, two, five, and reception 
the gifts she sweetly exclaimed, 

“My soul magnifies the Lord, 

And spirit rejoices God 
Saviour,

Today God has chosen for His teaching 
staff many diflerent kinds souls. has

The Discouragement Youth 


often the older generation laughs 

itself the “tremendous” problems 
childhood and youth. What mature per- 
son passes off with stoicism good-natured 
ridicule looms the young difficulty not 
stacle. The teacher must have noted this 
many instance. boy cannot get algebra. 
Questioned, may that there but one 
point bothering him. Nevertheless, gives 
up. 
What true the intellectual field 
less the domain morals and reli- 
gion. Because one two sins, the boy gets 
into state hopelessness. The bottom has 
dropped out his world. definitely bad 
and nothing can done about it—so 
thinks. 

Discouragement manifested ever 
many instances wherein youth sets out 
something, but because success and achieve- 
ment not come rapidly, gives up. 


Causes Discouragement 


Now, what the bottom all this? 
the one hand, there the idealism youth. 
The mind and soul are beginning awaken 
the meaning life and reality. Great plans 
are projected for the future; visions glory 
and brilliant career are rampant. But the 
other hand, there the inexperience and in- 
effectiveness the stripling. like the 
child trying grasp the moon. has little 
realization the distance that sepa- 
rates him from his objective. Perhaps, 
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had very clear notion this, would 
still more discouraged. But mercifully has 
not. 

Nevertheless, his efforts reach the 
goal his ambitions, apt grow fret- 
ful because does not arrive soon 
would like. The older person with little ex- 
perience behind him knows that one two 
setbacks not mean great deal; but the 
novice life, one two setbacks may seem 
like the end all. From this deficiency 
experience, likewise, comes uncertainty, which 
makes difficult on. Anybody can keep 
striving has reasonable assurance 
success the end. But when uncertainty 
the outcome preys the soul, the very 
basis effort cut away. Such are some 
the general characteristics youth which 
would seem foster the spirit discourage- 
ment noticeable that age. 

There are other factors, course, 
more specific nature which come mind 
this connection. Nagging parents teachers 
are none too negligible element the prob- 
lem. Constantly telling the boy hope- 
never amount anything,” 
“Why don’t you take after your father?” 
etc., will process suggestion lead, 
many instances, that very inadequacy 
which, presumably, these solicitous elders are 
trying remove. 

The ridicule companions, likewise, es- 
pecially when called forth teacher, 
not very inspiring. 

Competition, carried excess, con- 
tributing cause. Parents who foolishly compare 
one their slower children with one the 
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brighter, constantly harping this same 
theme, will find that the slower youngster 
will become depressed, imbibe don’t-care 
spirit, and give all effort what 
right, feeling that matter what does, 
won’t receive approval, because the favored 
child still much better. The same thing 
can happen the classroom. just 
pitting poorly endowed, hardworking 
student against brilliant fellow who requires 
little effort get along? may lead 
downheartedness and complete disgust 
with all school work. 


Some Remedies 


meet this pressing problem the adolescent? 
Obviously cannot expect youth change. 
This will always problem, but can 
met intelligently and understandingly. 

Consider, for example, the matter com- 
petition. Instead pointing out constantly 
how deficient pupil compared some 
more talented youngster, would better 
rate him the extent which 
needed likewise saner idea what con- 
stitutes progress. Trying get boy 
achieve something manifestly beyond him 
making him Don Quixote 
windmills. Only, may not have the spirit 
Don Quixote, and decide that the whole 
business education drug the market. 
Herein lies the wisdom having students 
take course they are able handle. This 
not advocate intellectual stagnation. 
But student spends four years high 
school trying something beyond him, 
may become demoralized and defeated 
human being. should encourage the boy 
the way possible progress for him. 
soon achieves something, life becomes 
fuller and more meaningful. led put 
forth additional effort, and growth follows. 

Some educators not give encourage- 
ment because the results achieved not 
miss the point thus acting. this daub 
drawing, this verse, this crude 
composition step forward for him? That’s 
what matters. And for this the boy should 
encouraged. The first act charity 
youngster performs for the poor may 
utterly infinitesimal objectively—but may 
represent distinct change his inner life. 
Similarly the first visit makes our Lord 
his Friend may definite departure. 
The cold-water specialist who would with 
objective detachment remark how little had 
been actually achieved would hardly nurs- 
ing the smoking flax the bruised reed. 

fact, consider the truly great educators 
whom you have met your experience and 
see whether their hold youth, their ability 
lead youth on, does not lie precisely 
this: that they take the mind youth 
sympathy, and are able see beneath 
the insignificant externals, profound internal 
development which they encourage and foster 
the best their ability—some would say 
even absurdity. 
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training them perseverance and sustained 
effort, pointing out over and over again that 
few mistakes not mean failure, but that 
failure would surely result one stopped 
trying because mistakes. might use the 
analogy the football player. might make 
many, even costly, errors. But refused 
give and fought on, could still win 
the game. Whereas, allowed his errors 
get the better him, would certainly 
lose. 

should oppose the doctrine types 
its extreme form. who succeeds 
well English and literature dubbed the 
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literary type. does not get mathematics, 
that just what the believers type expect. 
This notion passed the student. 
then excuses his failure mathematics 
this alibi: the literary type. would 
seem that person good mind should, with 
sufficient effort, able master almost any 
subject. What happens, course, that such 
individual may have been discouraged 
his younger days failed win recogni- 
tion and success given specialty. 
else did not like the subject, and so, for 
this reason, did not make progress. The idea 
types, course, not entirely untrue. 
But this author’s opinion that the con- 


cept unduly emphasized and cause 
frustration for many students. 

Finally, there discouragement religious 
and moral difficulties. This not remedied 
diatribes and ranting, but showing the 
students that there way out. They are, 
very probably, convinced already their 
wickedness, possibly convinced that they 
believe irreparable. They need know the 
goodness and kindness God, our Saviour, 
and the abundant help they may secure from 
grace and prayer. This will little more 
realistic them the representatives 
the Good Shepherd show that kindness and 
spirit forgiveness possesses.

But neither can the monotonous presen- 
tation facts dull teacher called 
self-expression. There are some schools that 
pretend educate their students but their 
products are but reservoirs information. 
secret that many college students sit 
classrooms day after day, exposed the plati- 
tudes would-be teacher. such instances, 
unless the student “go-getter” will 
more learn self-expression than the flies that 
accompany spring fever the classroom each 
year. 

The success sound film bringing about 
thinking depends largely the teacher, the 
manner presentation, and the ways which 
the students have been taught receive film 
instructions. 

This development and utilization educa- 
tional talking pictures schools cannot 
haphazard like the short subjects the local 
movie theater. They must the result 
much planning and research and adaptation 


the individual needs the class. And 
investigations have shown that where this 
method instruction has been most effective 
has meant more, not less, work for the 
teacher. 

Nor can sound films take over the work 
teaching. They will never replace oral instruc- 
tion, and, like too much any good thing, 
will fail adopted laborsaving device 
for the teacher student. They are intended 
not much make classwork easier the 
sense that the student will have more time 
relax and less work do. the contrary, 
whenever properly applied the curriculum, 
sound films induce the student become 
more industrious, inquisitive, and they stimu- 
late him express himself better. 


Teaching With Films 


The methods fim instruction depend 
much individual needs that only examples 
can given here. 

The development the liturgy the Mass 
the sacraments may one film. The chil- 
dren may instructed beforehand watch 
for certain points that the teacher may wish 
stress, and indicate this during the pro- 
jection the film holding their hands 
each time the point recognized. Afterwards 
the pupils may given test observation 
one that will enable the teacher estimate 
how much the pupils grasped. Essays may 
required. the pupils are taking drawing 
course they may asked draw some 
sketches the scenes items that they saw 
the picture. 

oral quiz should held afterwards. The 
teacher may ask some questions that were not 
answered the film, thus initiating consulta- 
tion and reference work. 

Students zoology may take trip 
Filmland Zoo. Geologists can take field 
trip study rock strata and fossils. Elemen- 
tary pupils may learn note reading from the 
film story “Nancy where 
everyone speaks the language music and 
all books are written with notes. Nancy, 
stranger Songland, cannot ask for food 
lodging because she can’t speak 
guage. little elf appears who understands 
her trouble and teaches her speak song 
with animated Clef and notes. This may sound 
like Mickey Mouse stuff, but works. 

You may say that actual trip the 
zoo better than Hollywood excursion. 
True. But there are many cities that don’t 
have zoos. 

Natives uncivilized countries have been 
taught physical hygiene and sanitation 
means films, and the results are very 
satisfactory.

than half. Assembling the parts 
maneuvers, tactics, theoretical knowledge req- 
uisite before mounting the cockpit air- 
plane—these instructions were imparted with 
movies.

The good things that were said for movies 
directly educational cannot said for mov- 
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ies the field entertainment. And one 
will question the tremendous influence the 
cinema society. There are those who make 
movies place refuge escape religion. 
And then there are those who would make 
motion pictures religion itself. Literally, re- 
ligion. The screen the altar. Light beams, 
darkrooms, and celluloid, are the instruments 
sacrifice. English writer, Huntly Carter, 
his book, The New Spirit The Cinema 
said: “So would arise the Theater-Cinema 
Cathedral the center expression civic 
and national life the United Theater and 
Cinema the science and religion hu- 
manity. Thus Solomon was divinely ap- 
pointed build splendid temple the 
service God, and the people supplied the 
spontaneous spiritual factor. May not 
wisdom and the English people build splen- 
did Theater-Cinema Temple initiate all into 
new philosophy and new religion?” 

During the war, when the public mind was 
turned sorrow and horror back God, the 
movie producers, bent giving the public 
what wanted, made many movies with re- 
ligious themes, background. There were 
several religious movies contracted when the 
war ended. Almost immediately most these 
were canceled altered appear not 
“too religious,” because was felt that the 
public mind would relax its prayerful attitude 
and vigilance. 

Children have transferred “hero worship” 
from chivalrous knights cowboys, playboys, 
and gangsters. From “Bobby-sox teenagers” 
“disappointed-in-love” adults the movie 
houses have become places outlet for pent- 
emotions, where they may receive dubious 
compensation for starved affection, and jus- 
tify their propensities for libertine eroticism. 

Now what wrong? The movies them- 
selves, the producers, the actors, the 
public? Well, can’t the movies per se. 
There too much good that can derived 
from study photography, and call 
art. Without going into critical discus- 
sion photography here, must admit that 
has esthetic value and artistic capacity. 
see the hand God things nature 
squirrel breaking the shell acorn, 
the expressive face old man, colorful 
sunset, can see God photographs too. 
Why not then, photographs that move? 
Why not the movies? 

cannot erase this great cultural boon 
from our society. Travelogues technicolor 
all but transport the scenic wooded 
mountains Switzerland, the rice fields 
China. There much poetry dramatic 
portrayal life—the face man about 
sprayed with molten steel, the winsome 
smile child. Remember “Kings Row”? 
must taught how look for beauty 
and how appreciate it. 

When the picture Song 
came town, people flocked the music 
stores for Chopin’s music song sheets and 
records. People who never cared for classical 
music before awoke new interest which 
will stay with many for lifetime. This, too, 
education. “Fantasia” classical master- 
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piece film. brings the best music within 
the limitations minds who needed just such 
push appreciate classical music. 

But, alas, the average movie entertain- 
ment horribly mediocre artistically, morally, 
and esthetically, the opinion many critics. 
One well-known critic the East became 
disgusted with his job movie reviewing 
that resigned. 


Choose With Care 


Movies are, like education itself, good, bad, 
indifferent. They cannot wholly praised 
nor wholly condemned. direct education, 
they are definitely asset, but they must 
operated and adapted fit the individual 
needs students and their curriculum. They 
are expensive, and, therefore, many schools 
cannot make use them. Teachers must plan 
for their proper use. Pupils must trained 
think and stimulated them. They 
must not become the chief means instruc- 
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tion, but are valuable aids where teaching 
problems cannot otherwise overcome. 

the field indirect education cinema, 
the world entertainment, with Hollywood 
its Mecca, the root the problem lies 
outside the movies themselves. the 
lack Christian ideals those who make 
the movies, those who act the movies, 
those who contribute their dollars the 
box office, and those who any way 
contribute their existence and manufacture. 

God can seen every man, every 
created thing, then certainly can 
the movies, too. Without this consideration, 
education vain, movies are vain, all vain. 
which view the screen, and the 
producers change the principles with which 
they produce them. Then movies will 
truly artistic, will reflect life truly 
and dramatically. And then the cinema will 
truly educational. 


What Wrong with Our 
Reading Habits? 


The reading public today slowly starving 
from mental, and, some respects, moral 
malnutrition, because their reading habits 
acquired the elementary and high schools. 
With scant nourishment only occasional 
good literature, sluggishly and the 
added enervation induced picture maga- 
zines and addiction movies, any 
wonder that the minds American readers 
have grown fat and flabby? The high school 
should strive counteract these influences 
emphasizing the positive benefits arising 
from serious reading. The 
make reading attractive that, from the 
beginning, the student entering the freshman 
year should feel that enjoying bright 
new adventure. should made feel 
that, all the skills shall acquire, the 
one that will the most positive benefit 
reading. 

The main advantage for the student 
reading and acquiring reading habits that, 
after the school bell but faint tinkle 
his corridor memories, these 
have opened him vast treasure house 
leisure-time profit. very small propor- 
tion Americans consider book genial 
friend. most people ornate addition 
ultramodern apartment—if the book 
cover does not clash with the color scheme 
the room. Some have lost this touching 
friendship for books because their taste for 
reading was not only seared but perhaps 
blighted before could ever bloom high 
school. The result this that many young 
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people today have aversion for reading. 
When they read, only scan pictures 
the slick magazines, dribble through 
best seller sensationally blurbed 
winning propaganda. 

How did this aversion begin? Step into 
freshman during the first days 
high school English. Here thirteen-year-old 
handed small, thick, brown dull-black 
book inscribed Vicar Wakefield. 
equally drab-looking Silas Marner and other 
line the shelves for future use. 
dramatics, the boy struggles through Julius 
Caesar, and She Stoops Conquer, some 
other memorial other days, liberally sea- 
soned, the immature mind, with confusing 
and annoying notes. not deriding the 
masterpieces. maintaining that young 
students about set sail the literary 
waters should first trained the sheltered 
inlets. Give them books adventure, 
poetry that full vivid imagery side- 
splitting humor. Just give the student zest 
for reading, and, once discovers the witch- 
ery that lies between bookends, will not 
have prodded the ladder literature. 
The fault modern education that 
start the student the top the ladder, 
leaving him look down longingly books 
more commensurate with his age level several 
rungs below. 

Demanding lengthy reports delivers the 
coup main the struggling beginner 
our realm books. Plowing through pages 
some our college students, unconsciously 
builds the ‘firm resolution—to let all books 


remain the dusty sepulchers public 
libraries soon has laid firm grasp 
his diploma. Again wish emphasize the 
fact that not postulating “taffy” reading 
courses high school. think should 
first condition student’s mind easier, 
more congenial reading until better able 
assimilate, appreciate, and enjoy the strong- 
intellectual pabulum Shakespeare 
Scott. 

St. Joseph Preparatory School Bards- 
town, Kentucky, are beginning along this 
new path. new books arrive the library, 
each English teacher discusses them class. 
Call propagandizing you want, but 
ballyhooing good modern literature succeeds. 
Students look the teacher for guidance 
choice books, and usually read what 
suggested. even have group devotees 
several volumes the operas. Naturally 
this the result the campus imagination 
catching fire from the spirited interest the 
teachers. 

large number digests famous books 
kept hand, that when titles are 
mentioned passing, students interested 
wider reading background may scan the 
titles and contents. This especially effec- 
tive when such prolific authors Dickens 
and Scott are mentioned. Since this capsule 
reading frequently only whets the appetite, 
whole sets books famous authors are 
available the shelves. course large 
selection magazines offered. 

least once week during school hours 
every English class has session the 
library, where the teacher-librarian explains 
the Dewey decimal system, the card index, 
and the use reference books, along with 
the procedure finding material given 
topic. Informal discussions are then held 
authors, comparison between old and 
new writers. these periods that 
find such reviews Books Trial and Best 
Sellers invaluable. These give scope, and 
keep touch with accurate criticism 
practically all the books recently published. 
Book reports are taboo. opinion book 
read, along with brief plot character 
outline and collection speech” 
from the book all that require, the 
student wishes hand such paper for 
extra credit. 

think have made beginning liter- 
ally accentuating the positive good and 
enjoyable réading habits. Thus are fan- 
ning the flame that can really illumine, once 
feeds substantial fuel. That our students, 
the whole, will brandish the torch good 
reading far into adulthood our ultimate 
aim. With the torch ignited, the glory God 
will shine forth and reflect his creatures.

How Can Biology Contribute 
Christian 


Rev. Walter 


Biology one the natural sciences. 
not easy see how any these sciences 
can have any religious moral implications. 
But biology differs from the other natural 
sciences, particularly physics and chemistry, 
one important respect. Physics and chem- 
istry are exact sciences; biology not. The 
so-called biology are seldom found 
complete. nearly every chain biological 
evidence there are missing links. Thus biolo- 
gists are compelled fill these gaps 
means theories Also, 
biology deals with the activities human 
beings, which turn are subject religious 
and moral interpretations. 

Theories and interpretations 
the subjective attitudes their authors. 
Therefore, biology. more than any other 
the natural sciences, controlled 
teachers. Catholic teachers biology have 
both the ability and the duty making their 
subject contribute Christian living. 

This statement easily may misunder- 
stood. few years ago, national con- 
vention the American Association for the 
Advancement Science held St. Louis, 
Dr. Oscar Riddle, head the department 
genetics the Carnegie Institution 
Washington, gave address which 
complained that: present restrictive in- 
fluence organized religion the teaching 
the best biology intolerable. The 
tongues the traditionalists are heard not 
merely from pulpits, but they echo also with- 
our schools, and there they now curb 
tie the tongues biologic truth.” 

None proposes, the words Dr. 
Riddle, “to curb tie the tongues biologic 
truth.” What propose that, where 
facts are incomplete where biological prin- 
ciples are applied human living, our in- 
terpretations must line with Christian 
principles. 

answer the question which the title 
this paper, namely: How can biology con- 
following points: 


Teach Scientific Methods 


The teacher biology should promote 
correct attitude toward biology. the part 
students, not too much can expected. 
Most students have mild curiosity concern- 
ing biology, but nothing more. Too commonly 
their attitude indicated their referring 
the subject bugology. Rare indeed

The path knowledge, particularly scien- 
tific knowledge, long and tortuous. The 
concepts, principles, and methods any 
science must learned step step. Only 
through the consideration many specific 
cases are the more general ones understood. 
Technical methods can understood only 
after one has learned think technically. 
There short cut, but only the few who 
have patience realize that the end well 
worth the journey. 

But not referring primarily stu- 
dents; there are still too many Catholic teach- 
ers nonscientific subjects who have the 
wrong attitude toward biology. Too often 
Catholic teachers biology are under what 
almost akin suspicion; often they are 
considered slightly heterodox their 
religious beliefs because the widespread 
idea that biologists, group, are given 
mechanistic attitude. This means 
true. Biologists are human beings, and their 
philosophy neither more nor less mech- 
anistic than that other human beings. 
Unfortunately, biology any other sub- 
ject, the extremists somehow manage get 
the most publicity, that their influence 
out all proportion their number. 

example, many have considered that 
belief evolution synonymous with athe- 
ism. The great Louis Agassiz, the pioneer 
American biologist, declared: “If 
choose between God and evolution, shall 
faithful God.” But such choice 
necessary. Charles Darwin, whose writings 
inaugurated the discussions which have gone 
unabated ever since, remained devout 
believer God the Creator the day his 
death.

The Dignity Man 


Catholic teachers biology can make 
their subject contribute Christian living 
emphasizing the dignity man. Professor 
John Dewey Columbia University has 
been given credit for having inaugurated the 
movement known progressive education. 
writer recently stated that one the 
achievements progressive education con- 
sists its having revised the aim education. 
Whereas the traditional philosophy edu- 
cation held that this world vale tears, 
and that education must prepare men for 
future life, the leaders progressive edu- 
cation have taught men seek happiness 
this life, and have formulated the ultimate 
objective education the training 
this audience judge whether this change 
objectives can cannot properly called 
achievement. 

biology there has likewise been trend 
toward materialistic viewpoint, 
which only too evident many textbooks. 
Now, biologically, man classified 
animal. But, depending his viewpoint, one 
may either emphasize the similarity between 
man and other animals, one may emphasize 
the difference between man and other animals. 
Catholic teachers biology will know how, 
without prejudice any scientific facts, 
maintain their students proper appre- 
ciation the dignity man. 

One the greatest contributions the 
sciences, particularly applicable biology, 
emphasis the scientific method learn- 
ing. Briefly, this method means sticking 
facts; trying eliminate all influence 
one’s emotions prejudices; drawing con- 
clusions only the basis valid evidence. 
The scientific method ought not confined 
far possible the affairs everyday 
life. 

the words the late Glenn Frank, 
former president the University Wis- 
consin, the scientific method 4-F system. 
The four are: filter, focus, face, follow. 
must filter the evidence separate 
the true from the false, focus attention 
the valid evidence, face the conclusions 
which arrive, and finally follow these con- 
clusions. 

Control Emotions 

The last the hardest part, for one 

consistently follows scientific attitude. 
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are human beings first and scientists second, 
and requires constant effort control our 
emotions and our prejudices. But the effort 
must made, and the teacher biology 
should set the example. What teacher has not 
occasionally made statement which was in- 
accurate, and had student call attention 
the error? The right thing for the 
teacher admit the mistake and thank the 
student for the correction; but only too often 
teachers will try save their dignity 
attempting bluff their way out the 
situation. all know our hearts that such 
subterfuge does not work, but rare indeed 
the teacher who has not tried it. 


The Scientific Field 


The Catholic Church has often been accused 
deferring too much authority her 
teachings. Catholics are blamed 
sistently holding traditional theories, just 
because some famous leaders the Church 
taught them, even when later evidence 
dicates that the traditional theories are wrong. 
There some basis for this accusation. 
need refer only the trouble which Galileo 
found himself because failed appre- 
ciate the conservatism the Church. 

For more recent example, many the 
children our schools are still being taught 
that the human race existed the earth 
for four thousand years before Christ, 
spite the fact that leading Catholic 
anthropologists agree that man has existed 
earth for much longer time. Father Stephen 
Richarz, the Society the Divine Word, 
for instance, writing the American Eccle- 
Review, for May, 1933, cites evi- 
dence show that human beings have existea 
earth for least thirty thousand years. 
Truly, here instance which Catho- 
lics ought face the conclusions which are 
based scientific evidence, and follow them. 


Reverence for the Supernatural 


the other hand, should the first 
realize that there are some things which 
the scientific method cannot applied. 
grotesque misapplication this method 
reported the Scientific Monthly, for August, 
1944. This issue reprints address given 
some years previously Dr. Anton Carl- 
son the University Chicago. Dr. Carlson 
eminent physiologist who has received, 
among many other honors, election the 
presidency the American Association for 
the Advancement Science. But 
address, entitled “Science and the Super- 
natural,” blunders badly trespassing 
into foreign territory. His complete inability 
understand the supernatural can seen 
from these words his: “The moral efficacy 
infant and adult baptism could also 
tested experimentally. prominent phys- 
iologist told that had done this ex- 
periment his own family, having two 
his children baptized, and keeping the other 
two controls.” say the least, such 
mockery both science and religion ex- 
tremely offensive. Let then, the teacher 
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biology emphasize the value the scientific 
method, but also point out its limitations. 

Because the nature the subject 
matter biology, the Catholic teacher 
this field sometimes approached students 
who seek guidance some their personal 
problems. Here, too, unique opportunity 
for the teacher who grounded both 
scientific and religious principles give con- 
structive advice advice which will help the 
student maintain the ideals Christian 
living. 


Appreciation Natural Resources 


Another field for constructive leadership 
Christian education, not important 
the preceding, consists inculcating stu- 
dents biology appreciation our na- 
tural resouces. Particularly, should the Catho- 
lic biologist seek inspire students love 
for the creatures which constitute the treas- 
ures our wild life.

The Elevation the Catholic Hierarchy 

the Sacred College 

The Pope his office chief shepherd, 
discharges his duty teaching and ruling the 
Church when exercises his juridicial powers. 
One such power was the elevation new 
cardinals. Since the Catholic Church uni- 
versal and not national the Holy Father 
particularly needs helpers. From the earliest 
centuries the Popes were assisted the 
seven deacons Rome and the suburban 
bishops the six dioceses Rome. These 
helpers receive the name cardinals. Pope 
Sixtus his constitution Postquam verus 
December 1568, fixed the number 
cardinals after the example the 
ancients Israel (Exod. 24: 1-9). Pius XII 
declared that any Roman Pontiff deemed 
necessary and expedient increase dim- 
inish that number could so; however, 
Pope has departed from the usual 
members. The seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries witnessed completed college but 
not the nineteenth and, the present year, 
never the twentieth. This latter century 
marks the record number cardinals 
created single consistory and for that 
reason was considered not beyond 
the limit confirmed canon 231 the Code 
Canon Law. Other large creations were 
made under Popes Leo (1515-21) and Pius 
VII for each elevated cardinals 
single consistory. 

The Cardi- 
nals are divided into three ranks: first, cardi- 
nal bishops who rule the six suburban bishop- 
rics the Roman province.

Among the new cardinals are four arch- 
bishops the United States Archbishops 
Glennon, Mooney, Stritch, and Spellman. 
These, with Cardinal Dougherty, archbishop 
Philadelphia, give the United States five 
members the college cardinals. Now, 
for the first time, the United States has five 
living cardinals. 

Archbishop John Joseph Glennon St. 
Louis has been priest and bishop under five 
builder, and administrator. has been 
champion Catholic education, Christian 
home life, and clean literature. 

Cardinal Glennon was born Kinnegad, 
County Westmeath, Ireland, June 14, 1862. 
was ordained Kansas City Mo., Dec. 
20, 1884. was consecrated titular bishop 
Pinara and coadjutor bishop Kansas 
City, June 29, 1896. became coadjutor 
archbishop St. Louis, April 27, 1903, and 
archbishop St. Louis, Oct. 13, 1903. 

Archbishop Edward Mooney Detroit was 
the first American priest given permanent 
appointment the diplomatic service the 
Holy See. the United States was for 
several years chairman the administrative 
board the National Catholic Welfare Gon- 
ference. 

Cardinal Mooney was born Mt. Savage, 
Md., May 1882. was ordained Rome, 
April 10, 1909.

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Mathematics: Traditional Integrated? 


One our chief difficulties high school 
mathematics that the subject matter 
organized very nearly was developed 
time when few children went high 
school. Those who did high school 
the early days were the talented individuals 
who were become our professional men, 
engineers, and scientists. Now expose the 
masses almost the same materials that 
originally were planned for the gifted few. 
consequence only that limited group 
carry mathematics successfully high school. 
Often only per cent high school 
class on, can on, with two, three, 
four years training quantitative 
thinking. The rest graduate mathematical 
incompetents, often unable make change, 
keep accounts such those needed for 
income-tax computations, make ordinary 
measurements, and few them can handle 
simple fractions and percentage. 

The planning courses mathematics 
for the senior high school major problem. 
must provide for those who, although 
unable master the traditional courses, are 
going out make living world that 
incurably and inescapably mathematical, 
and for those students who 
three four years high school mathematics 
and who will our intellectual leaders 
business, industry, and the professions. Both 
phases the problem are vital importance. 
This discussion, however, will limit itself 
consideration the second point phase. 


Three Plans Defined 


Before proceeding this very pertinent 
question, let establish what shall un- 
derstand traditional mathematics and its 
opposing force, functional integrated math- 
ematics. When speak traditional math- 
ematics are referring that sequence 
followed the American high school 
algebra grade nine; geometry grade ten; 
algebra, solid geometry, trigonometry 
grade eleven; and algebra, solid geometry, 
trigonometry grade twelve, depending 
that the previous year. That the 
separation the mathematical subjects into 
definite categories specifically 
courses. 

The alternated plan system, less for- 
mally organized, which the sharp lines 
demarcation between the various branches 
mathematics are eliminated. advocates 
the study the more simple principles 
algebra, geometry, and trigonometry, with 
stress algebra, ninth grade. These 
fundamentals are simultaneously 
through grade ten, the emphasis being shifted

dominates, but geometry 
likewise continue. Grade twelve comple- 
tion the three elementary phases math- 
ematics, with possibly introduction 
analytical geometry and the calculus. 

are not speaking here the so-called 
“parallel plan” which refers that organiza- 
tion mathematics which each separate 
branch studied specific days the week. 
While, this system, interrelations are point- 
out from time time, there effort 
unite various courses into fundamental 
unification. This plan the one generally 
followed European schools, where, appar- 
ently, has been more successful than when 
tried American schools. 

The traditional order maintaining 
marked separation between the mathematical 
subjects has been open criticism over 
long period time. find such names 
Klein Germany, Perry England, Tannery 
and Borel France, Young and Moore 
our own country among the foremost critical 
observers. Their recommendations 
bring about improvement the teaching 
mathematics weaving the mathematical 
subjects into close relationship and thereby 
associating mathematics with other school 
subjects well with the experiences 
everyday life. 


Integration Not New 


The tendency toward fusion but 
natural and logical outcome past ex- 
periences. History will readily convince one 
this. Did not the Greeks use geometry 
clarify the abstractness algebra? Indeed, 
they found not only helpful, but necessary, 
and what they introduced essential 
mathematical conceptions continued through 
the centuries, until, during the eighteenth 
century, the integration algebra, geometry, 
and trigonometry was lost. 

This, then, was the status our high school 
mathematics. when Professor Moore 
Chicago did not hesitate give expression 
his convictions presidential address 
delivered before the American Mathematical 
Society December, 1902. his epoch- 
making speech advocated four-year 
course correlated mathematics when 
presented the following question: 
not possible organize the algebra, 
geometry, and physics the secondary school 
into thoroughly coherent four-year course, 
comparable strength and closeness 
structure with the four-year course Latin?” 
Since that date, good arguments have been 
offered both sides the problem. Let 
examine few these and shall 
better able evaluate answer the ques- 
tion proposed this article. 


Advantages Integration 


program integrated mathematics em- 
the first place easier learn because 
the simple fundamentals each branch are 
mastered the outset; thus giving cognizance 
important psychological factor which 
prescribes that subject matter arranged 
according difficulty. The study the simple 
principles all the subjects more suitable 
for the beginner than concentrated study 
any one subject the exclusion all 
others. Difficulties can 
one time, and learning “spread” 
“spaced,” hence more permanent. 

Where there correlation, mathematics 
becomes more functional because each new 
topic helps and illuminates the other. this 
way, possible have the concrete pre- 
cede the abstract, which order things 
the only one conducive meaning. Algebra 
and geometry are often made difficult 
abstractions, but where the two work hand- 
in-hand, the abstract definitions, rules, and 
processes become concrete. When this has 
been accomplished, there better compre- 
hension, greater interest, and more lasting 
results. 

Integrated mathematics more valuable 
for the boy girl who gets only one, two, 
three years, but not all four 
high school mathematics. Since correlation 
presents mathematics unified scholastic 
subject, those denied the privilege com- 
pleting four-year course will 
equipped meet the needs that contact with 
life-experiences demands, for they will have 
had some contact with the more fundamental 
principles all the branches. For example, 
student taking only one year mathematics 
will, under existing circumstances, fail 
meet that very important body geometric 
concepts necessary aid him 
standing his space environment. Then too, 
student contacts only algebra the ninth 
grade, and finds that phase mathematics 
very difficult, frequently becomes dis- 
couraged, gives up, and misses the oppor- 
tunity discover that can successful 
geometry trigonometry. the other 
hand, the introductory course were fusion 
the several fields, success one particular 
unit may arouse interest and enthusiasm 
for the others, and few cases the 
incentive for completing the high school 
course. 

This latter idea leads very pertinent 
factor program functional mathematics.

need not only the gap that exists between 
pure and applied mathematics eliminated, 
but also mathematical power realized. 


Advantages Traditional 


Thus far have concentrated our atten- 
tion the advantages program unified 
mathematics. Now, let reverse our view- 
point the arguments that recommend the 
traditional sequence. The well-tried organiza- 
tion mathematics the high school must 
hold something its favor, since some lead- 
ing educators and scholars are not certain 
that the integration movement can furnish 
better procedure. 

Where mathematics taught its tradi- 
tional form each subject finished before 
new one taken up, thereby giving the 
student better organized training. master- 
ing knowledge certain order and organiza- 
tion are needed. So, too, are certain founda- 
tions. give bit knowledge here, and 
bit knowledge there, because they happen 
related particular project, problem, 
center interest, fail the orderly 
development that characterizes the thinking 
well-educated person. The cultural and 
disciplinary advantages that accompany 
education that develops subject 
systematic manner are some the desirable 
outcomes that speak for themselves. Where 
else the curriculum students contact this 
vital requisite for well-ordered personal 
and social living? 

following the established sequence 
high school mathematics, one finds himself 
side side with his associates other 
departments.

Subject-matter lines cannot broken 
down before teachers are qualified make 
the proper contacts and explain the signifi- 
cant relationship between their respective 
fields and other mathematically 
related divisions presented the curriculum. 

Another factor that argues for traditional 
mathematics the type textbook that 
the market. Little can done toward 
the adoption integrated mathematics 
until better books are offered that will 
able make favorable impression the 
minds the conservative and skeptical, and 
that will prove pupils well. 

Finally, note administrators favoring 
the traditional organization mathematics. 
They are charged with the transfer credit 
from one school another, and, under the 
present conditions, that task easier because 
credit and content courses are standard- 
ized. This objection not serious 
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was formerly, but nevertheless does present 
difficulty. not only the transfer the 
credit that brings problem, but the fitting 
into the proper class the pupil enters 
the new school. The small high school 
practically unable cope with this situation, 
without demanding, some instances, that 
the student drop his mathematics until the 
ensuing year when, according their plan 
cycling, that subject may offered. 


Mathematics Method Thinking 


Perhaps after following these arguments, 
pro and con, are inclined believe that 
the last state affairs worse than the 
first. Let not discouraged. was 
not built day”; neither can any system 
true worth established short space 
time nor without barrage criticism. 
doubt, are already asking ourselves, 
what really important the reorganiza- 
tion mathematics? great educator gives 
really important that each thing teach 
the child integrated with his own life and 
his experiences. must fulfill some need;

must contribute some thinking. must, 
short, Doctor Reeve 
answers the question thus: need teach 
mathematics method thinking that 
our pupils will out into life able think 
better because they have learned think 
need new organization knowledge 
terms life values.

any further doubt whether the math- 
ematics the future shall 
integrated?

CATHOLIC EDUCATION THE 
ARCHDIOCESE 


The annual report the Catholic 
the Archdiocese Chicago for 1944-45 sub- 
mitted Very Rev. Msgr. Daniel Cunning- 
ham most interesting study. 

The Catholic schools the archdiocese began 
the work the second century their existence 
with one the largest enrollments 
history. There were 204,192 pupils registered 
the 403 grade schools, high schools, and 
colleges. There was over-all increase 9056 
pupils. Two new elementary schools and two 
new high schools were opened September. 
While the increase the grade school and 
college levels presented housing difficulty, the 


problem caring for the 2921 additional high 
school pupils was serious one, and the existing 
high school facilities were taxed capacity. 
was necessary turn away hundreds high 
school applicants because lack space. 


Supervision and Improvement Instruction 


The annual Institute for grade teachers the 
archdiocese was held for three days August, 
with 4200 grade school teachers attending. 
the first day, the primary grade teachers ob- 
served demonstrations religion, music, and 
arithmetic. the second day the intermediate 
grade teachers dealt with problems the teach- 
ing religion, arthmetic, and accident preven- 
tion. the third day, the supervisors and 
advanced grade teachers witnessed demonstrations 
religion and the techniques model air- 
plane building. Expert religious and lay teachers 
were employed for the demonstrations, and the 
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teachers derived great deal benefit ob- 
serving new teaching procedures. 

During March vigorous campaign was con- 
ducted the high and grade schools for the 
purpose fostering vocations, and noteworthy 
results were attained. 

Believing that aimless teaching, emotional 
instability the part the teacher, and poor 
teaching methods invariably prevent 
dren from learning, the field educational 
supervision has gained place primary im- 
portance. During the past year the superintend- 
ents with the co-operation the community 
supervisors have concentrated (1) classroom 
visitation, (2) individual and group conferences, 
(3) experimentation, and (4) testing. 


Extracurricular Activities 


Wastepaper, soap, and clothing drives were 
conducted with great success. The schools the 
archdiocese also sold bonds and stamps the 
amount $8,540,765, placing them among the 
top ranking school systems the nation. 

From kindergarten through high school, music 
played the leading role the extracurricular 
activities. Rhythm bands were found most 
kindergartens. Many interesting festivals were 
held the grade schools. the high school 
department the Catholic Music Educators 
sociation presented number musical events 
during the year. 

Health and safety and athletics came for 
their share attention. Interesting tournaments 
were held, and fine relationship been 
developed between the officials the Catholic 
High School League and the officials the 
Public High School League. 


PITTSBURGH ENROLLMENT GROWS 


The 40th annual report the superintendent 
schools the Diocese Pittsburgh, covering 
the period Sept., 1944 June, 1945, showed 
total enrollment 74,220, compared with 72,666 
June, 1944, and 71,789 June, 1943. The 
recent annual increase has not yet reached the 
peak 81,636 recorded the end the 1935- 
term. 

June, 1945, there were 3728 pupils private 
Catholic schools, which brings the total diocesan 
figure for elementary and high schools 77,948. 

Last year enrollment increased all grades 
except the sixth, seventh, and eighth. There 
plenty space for the increase the lower 
grades, but shortage teachers. The problem 
the high schools more acute, says Rev. 
Thomas Quigley, superintendent, 
Catholic high schools have never been able 
accommodate more than one fourth the grad- 
uates the Catholic elementary schools. 

The high school problem further complicated, 
says Father Quigley, the fact that per 
cent those entering high school want training 
for shop office. “The traditional academic 
course devised chiefly for college preparation 
and not geared either the ability need 
the ninety per cent.”
